_ RESUMING BUILDING. 

The return of the skilled mechanics to 
Work upon the unfinished buildings of 
thie city, delayed far beyond the expecta- 
tion of those immediately interested, 
looks much like a stampede, Larger 
numbers of men reported for work on 
Monday and yesterday than could pe 
immediately employed. Out of some 
35,000 applicants about 25,000 were re- 
storéd to the positions they surrendered 
May 1, and thé remainder Will be em- 
ployed as rapidly as possible. Some of 
the unions are still standing ott against 
the employers’ plan of arbitration, but it 
is a futile .resisthnce ‘to an irresistible 
tendency, and, if persisted In, it will lead 
to the disruption of amicable relations 


between the representatives of various 


branches of the building trades. The in- 
dustry with which the Board of Build- 
ing Trades expels one after another of 
the unions formerly affiliated with it is 
more amusing than significant. The 
working out of the arbitration plan will 
deprive the board as otigifally consti- 
tuted of its functions. 

The intelligent wage earnef who re- 
fleets on the incidents of the past ¥éar or 
two may learn a ysefultesson. It has 
been shown how easy it is for men cho- 
sen as official ebrvents of the uhions, 
and permitted to exércise discretionary 
authority, to develop into intolerable 
tyrarits and to make all interests subor- 
dinate to their. own advantage. The 
right to strike is unquestioned, but it is 
a right which shotld never be exercised 
on the arbitrary dictum of any man, and 
the wage éarher who is asked to aban- 
don hia work and eyén temporarily to cut 
himself off from means of support 
should insist that He be consulted as to 
whether he wants to do it or not.

From, the point of view of 
owners and possibly of shippers of 
freights, this may be qtite true. But 
people who cannot very well insure 
themselves at full value are sometimes 
under the necegsity.of taking passage in 
vessels the condition ahd seg worthiness 
of which are “ mainly matters of inter- 
est to the underwriterg,” and, in comman 
with sailom who work thém, it would 
appear as if they had’ ‘Tights which 
were qtité outside of questions of pre- 
mium rate per unit of insurable valua- 
tion. 

Facts such as that which Mr. Wrst 
touched upon are not new discoveries, 
but it is not often a shipping man has 
the courage to embody them in a public 
declaration.

A. typical case ‘bodice on Sunday 
night at One;Hundred and Twenty-fitth 
Street ahd Columbus Avenue. Owing to 
@etective ingtilation the bottom of a car 
took fire near the front platform. Smoke 


and flame shot out from under it, caus- 


ing an instapt panic. The car was open 
and crowded. Not only were seats filled, 
but as many additional passengers as 
could get aboard were standing in front 
of the sitters. When the fire started 
there was an immediate effort to get off. 
Those who could jump did, others. were 
pushed off and strewed ng the as- 
phalt. A number of childremjumped and 
fell, and naturally were separated from 
their parents, Several persons were in- 
jured more or less, and two were hurf 
seriously. The car was run at full speed 
as far as it would go, and did not stop 
until it had lost both power and impetus. 

Happenings of this character. have 
been sufficiently numeroys to tax the 
public patienee beyond its limit, ‘They 
establish conditions which are intoler+ 
able, becayse wholly uniecestary. The 
management of a surface faiiroad is not 
responsible fora panic resulting from 
an accident, but the ingtant an accident 
happens the car should be stepped, so as 
to give all who wish te Jeave.it @ chance 
te dq so comfortably and safely. The 
passenget may not be in danger, and per: 
haps doesnot need to leave the ¢ar, but
